Sir George Williams Campus 


May 7 - June 4 
History C203 (SGW Campus) 
HISTORY OF CANADA, PRE-CONFEDERATION 

(3 credits) 

Mon & Wed 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. G. Decarie) 

A survey of Canadian history, from settlement to 
Confederation, emphasizing readings on and discussions 
of selected problems. This course may be taken for credit 
in the Canadian Studies Programme. 


May 7 - July 12 
History C200 (SGW Campus) 
THE NATURE AND PRACTICE OF HISTORY (6 credits) 
Tues & Thurs 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. R. Diubaldo) 

This course, open only to History students, addresses 
itself to two types of concerns. Students will examine the 


nature of historical enquiry, and its place in contemporary — 


society. In addition they will work in the practical aspects 
of critical scholarship: use of the library, research 
methods, and the writing of critical essays. 


History C280 (SGW Campus) 
HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVES ON CONTEMPORARY 

ISSUES: UNITED STATES FOREIGN RELATIONS 

(6 credits) 

Mon, Tues & Thurs 18:15 - 20:10 (Prof. H. Kushner) 

An investigation of the historical background to 
contemporary issues in American foreign affairs, such as 
U.S. policy towards China, Russia, and the “Third Worla.” 
New interpretations and methodologies will be related to 
examination of the relationship between domestic 
requirements and foreign policy goals and actions. 


History C327 (SGW Campus) 
HISTORY OF EARLY MODERN EUROPE, 1400-1640 

(6 credits) 

Tues & Thurs 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. F. Krantz) 
Prerequisite: History C201 and C202; or C218; or 
permission of the instructor. 

European history in the Renaissance and Reformation 
periods. Special attention is given to the shift from 
mediaeval to Renaissance civilization in Italy, and to the 
development of early modem social and cultural structures 
in northern Europe. 


June 17 - July 12 
History C205 (SGW Campus) 
HISTORY OF CANADA, POST-CONFEDERATION 

(3 credits) 

Mon & Wed 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. G. Decarie) 

A survey of Canadian history from Confederation to the 
present, which emphasizes readings in and discussions 
of selected problems. This course may be taken for 
credits in the Canadian Studies Programme.

History C201 (Loyola Campus) 
INTRODUCTION TO EUROPEAN HISTORY TO 1789 

(3 credits) 
Mon & Wed 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. J. Laffey) 

Asurvey of the history of Europe to the French Revolution 
with emphasis on the development of ideas and political 
institutions. 


History C262 (Loyola Campus) 
HISTORY OF CHINA (3 credits) 
Tues & Thurs 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. M. Singer) 

A survey of China’s history from earliest times to the 
modern era. This course may be taken for credit in the 
Asian Studies Programme. 


May 7 - July 12 

History C347 (Loyola Campus) 

HISTORY OF RUSSIA (6 credits) 

Tues & Thurs 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. /. Smith) 
Prerequisite: History C201 and C202; or C218; or 
permission of the instructor. 

This course traces the origin of the Slavic-speaking 
peoples in Europe and the emergence of the Russian 
Empire. After a discussion of the ideology and history of 
Bolshevism, it studies the history of communist 
government in the U.S.S.R. and among the Slavic peoples. 
This course may be taken for credit in the Russian 
Studies Programme. 


June 17 - July 12 
History C202 (Loyola Campus) ; 
INTRODUCTION TO EUROPEAN HISTORY, 1789 - TO 
THE PRESENT (3 credits) 
Mon & Wed 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. J. Laffey) 
A survey of the history of Europe from the French 
Revolution to the present with emphasis on the 
development of ideas and political institutions. 


History C263 (Loyola Campus) 
HISTORY OF JAPAN (3 credits) 
Tues & Thurs 19:00 - 22:00 (Prof. M. Singer) 

A survey of Japan’s history from earliest times to the 
modern era. This course may be taken for credits in the 
Asian Studies Programme.

History C393/1 (SGW Campus) 
MODERN JEWISH HISTORY: COMPARATIVE EUROPEAN 

AND NORTH AMERICAN PERSPECTIVES (6 credits) 
Mon - Fri 9:00 - 11:00 (Prof. J. Kutnick) 

Prerequisite: a 200-level course in History or permission 
of the instructor. 

A survey of modern Jewish history, from the early 
modern period to the rise of the Jewish state, with 
attention to major trends in the European and North 
American Jewish experience in modern times. 


History C393/1 (Loyola Campus) 
THE HISTORY OF IRELAND SINCE THE TUDORS 

(6 credits) 

Mon - Fri 19:00 - 21:00 (Prof. M. MacCarthy-Morrogh) 
Prerequisite: a 200-level course in History or permission 
of the instructor. 

A study of major themes in modern Irish history from the 
early modern period to the present day. Attention will be 
given to social, political, and cultural issues, as well as to 
major historiographical problems and approaches.
